Cost of clearing up after travellers tops £7,000 
... and it’s council taxpayers who foot the bill

TAXPAYERS in Harlow have been 
landed with a bill for thousands of 
pounds to clear up illegal traveller 
encampments in the town. 

The clean-up costs incurred by 
Harlow Council - including clearing 
away human excrement, bags of 
rubbish and litter - so far this year 
are £7,800. 

A further £5,400 has been spent on 
county court proceedings trying to 
evict travellers from various sites 
around the town. 

And the council has forked out 
more than £25,000 during the past 
fewyears erecting bollards, wooden 
posts, gates and digging ditches in 
an attempt to protect open spaces. 

As of yesterday (Wednesday) there 
were two encampments on Harlow 
Council land, one at Latton Com¬ 
mon and a second on Harlow Com¬ 
mon. 

Of the 26 caravans on the roadside 
in Third Avenue, pictured above 
right, 15 moved to Harlow Common 
after being served a section 61 
notice by police on Tuesday. 

A further six caravans have moved 
onto land owned by Essex County 
Council at Coldharbour Road and 
another seven are parked up on the 



privately-owned Nortel site at 
London Road. 

Harlow Council is currently tak¬ 
ing legal action against travellers on 
both sites and is working with the 
owners of the Nortel site to find a 
resolution. 

Emma Toal, Harlow Council’s 
portfolio holder for youth and com¬ 
munity, said: “We are as concerned 
as residents about the ongoing cost 
of cleaning up after illegal encamp¬ 
ments and the legal costs. 

“It is council taxpayers who end 
up picking up the bill as there is 
very little any council can do. We 
understand residents’ anger and we 
will always prosecute where there is 
a reasonable chance of success of 
recovering costs. 

“Where there are allegations of 
criminal damage to property and 
other criminal offences the council 


expects the police to investigate 
and to take appropriate action.” 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon said he 
believed the police could do more 
to help tackle the problem. 

In May he wrote to letter to Essex 
police and crime commissioner 
Nick Alston about a previous 
encampment and is hoping to 
arrange a meeting to discuss the 
issue. 

He told the Star: “I am tabling a 
Commons motion about the illegal 
traveller encampments and about 
section 61 notices. 

“I would be the first to have a go at 
Harlow Council but in this situation 
they are doing everything they can. 
I think it is the police who should be 
using section 61 notices more and 
they need to be much more proac¬ 
tive. 

“If the illegal encampments had 


been dealt with at the start then we 
would not have this problem now.” 

Cllr Toal said residents should 
report any incidents of anti-social 
behaviour to Contact Harlow on 
(01279) 446655 or to the police on 
101, adding: “It is important that 
incidents are reported and recorded 
so that the police are in a position to 
take appropriate action.” 

An Essex Police spokeswoman 
said: “A section 61 notice under the 
Criminal Justice and Public Order 
Act 1994 was served on the group 
occupying land at Third Avenue. 
They were required to leave by 9am 
on Wednesday, July 9 and departed 
before that time. 

“Travellers remain on land at 
Latton Common and we are con¬ 
tinuing to speak to the travellers, 
the local community and the coun¬ 
cil.”

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Labour fails to 
reverse street 
lights blackout 

A BID to scrap the street 
lights switch-off in Essex 
has failed. 

Labour county 
councillors called for lights 
to remain on between 
midnight and 5am until 
public concerns over safety 
are addressed. 

However, the motion was 
defeated by 38 votes to 36 
when it was debated on 
Tuesday. 

Harlow Labour 
parliamentary candidate 
Suzy Stride, who has 
launched a petition against 
the switch-off, said: “I’m 
really disappointed that a 
majority of county 
councillors have refused to 
give people in Harlow the 
right to have their say. 

“Our petition will 
continue and we will keep 
fighting for local people 
who want the lights 
switched back on.” 

Cllr Mike Danvers, who 
sits on both Harlow 
Council and Essex County 
Council, added: “Fear of 
crime is rising, with people 
in Harlow feeling 
particularly vulnerable. 
People want the street 
lights switched back on 
and the Labour group is 
committed to delivering 
this” 

A county council 
spokesman said: “We have 
ensured those lights which 
meet the exception criteria 
are excluded from the 
scheme, such as town 
centres, key road junctions 
and accident cluster sites. 

“The council has been 
working closely with the 
emergency services and 
responds to representation 
from them regarding any 
areas which they believe 
should be exempt from the 
part-night lighting 
scheme.” 

More than 70 per cent of 
Essex’s 127,000 street 
lights are now switched 
off. Essex Police has 
previously said crime has 
fallen in that period since 
the blackout.

Dog owner’s victory 
in rail fence crusade

A DEAF woman whose hearing dog 
was killed by a train when it ran on to 
rail lines near Harlow station has won 
her five-year campaign to have fenc¬ 
ing erected alongside a stretch of track 
near the Town Park. 

Kim Herbert, 55, of Altham Grove, 
Harlow, said this week she was over¬ 
come with emotion when she saw 
Network Rail had erected the barrier. 

“I was gasping for air and crying at 
the same time,” she said. “It was the 
sheer scale of the thing that knocked 
me off balance and the fact that we 
had won.” 

Ms Herbert’s dog Cassie was killed 
after running on to the line while the 
pair were out walking in Maymeads 
Marsh in 2009. 

Soon after she launched a cam¬ 
paign and online petition calling on 
Network Rail to improve safety by 
fencing off the stretch of track running 
between Harlow Town station and the 
Templefields industrial estate. 

At first Network Rail refused to erect 
barriers along the path, insisting that 
trackside borders were fit for purpose. 

Ms Herbert said: “Ever since I started 
this campaign Network Rail has been 
saying that public safety along the 
track was adequate, that they had no 
duty of care to domestic dogs and the 
lack of fencing was legal, despite there 
being no physical barrier to prevent 
access. 

“They said vegetation was sufficient. 
They kept saying it was fenced with a 
post and wire which was very much 
invisible and did nothing to prevent 
people from accessing the track either.” 



Last year Harlow Council installed 
safety fencing along one of the most 
dangerous sections of pathway. 

Then around three months ago Ms 
Herbert was advised during a Town 
Park Users Group meeting that the 
council and green team volunteers had 
been asked to lower the water levels in 
the streams to enable Network Rail to 
install fencing. 

“Since then and not wishing to get my 
hopes up, I checked periodically for 
this fence to appear. Last week when I 
decided to have another check I was 
totally, totally stunned. 

“I went up the railway bridge and 
looked over and couldn’t believe my 
eyes. What I saw was about a quarter of 
a mile, possibly more, of palisade fenc¬ 
ing - exactly what we had been asking 
for and been constantly denied.”

Network Rail has now erected safety 
fencing on both sides of the track and 
behind the streams.” 

Ms Herbert added: “This part of the 
park is so beautiful and it was our 
favourite place but after what hap¬ 
pened, it became the worst place on 
earth. I couldn’t even look there with¬ 
out remembering the horror of that 
night. 

“Now, the whole atmosphere has 
changed; there is a kind of peace there 
once more. I just wish it didn’t take the 
death of my beloved dog to make this 
happen.” 

A Network Rail spokeswoman said: 
“The reason we installed the fencing 
was because we inspected the area and 
found a change of land use and signs of 
trespass. 

“The land next to the original fencing 
was previously scrubland but is now 
being used by members of the public 
which is why we have installed new 
fencing on this stretch of railway. 

“We have replaced the post and wire 
fencing with new palisade fencing at 
Harlow Town station.”

Rate of council tax is same 
wherever you live in Harlow 

SIR Cllr Simon Carter, in his reply to my 
letter (Star, June 26), claims the county 
council does not control bus routes or 
timetables. 

He is probably correct but they are 
responsible for the placing of the bus lanes 
which make it easier for the buses to keep to 
their timetables. He chose not to answer my 
point which is there are no bus lanes in the 
direction of Staple Tye. 

Cllr Carter then diversifies into issues that 
are clearly party political. He suggested that 
the current Labour-run council has 
misappropriated £400,000 which suggests 
something illegal. If this is so, why has he 
not reported it to the police? 

He states that Church Langley received 
only half the improvement funds of the 
other wards. Again this may be true but it is 
also true that the area is not as old as the 
other wards and therefore probably does not 
require the improvements. 

He suggests that the householders of 
Church Langley pay more council tax than 
any other areas. This is clearly not true; they 
pay their council tax at the same rate as all 
the rest of Harlow. Like-for-like, the council 
tax is the same wherever you live in the 
town. 

Roger McAlpine’s letter in the same edition 
supplies a dictionary definition of ‘village’ 
but nowhere in that definition does it state 
that the village is within the boundaries of a 
town as Church Langley clearly is. By his 
description Harlow would be a group of 
villages like Katherines, Sumners, Potter 
Street village and so on. 

The residents of Church Langley pay their 
council tax to Harlow Council. Not only is 
Church Langley in Harlow, it is a part of 
Potter Street where I lived for many years. I 
remember it used to be Soper’s Farm which 
dated back to long before the new town was 
built. 

Mr McAlpine claims it takes a 10-minute 
bus ride to reach the town, about the same 
time it takes from Potter Street. However, it 
takes longer than that from the town station 
to Staple Tye ... if you can get one. 

There are several villages around Harlow 
but none of them pay council tax to Harlow 
and none of them are connected to Harlow.

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Judge’s jail warning to prolific burglar 


ONE of the country’s most 
prolific teenage burglars has 
been remanded in custody 
after he admitted committing 
more offences. 

Bradley Wernham, formerly 
of Harlow, was at the centre of 
a public outcry four years ago 
after a crown court judge let 
him go free even though he 
admitted nearly 700 offences 
involving around £lm worth 
of property. 

Wernham, who was 19 at the 
time, was placed on a taxpay¬ 
er-funded rehabilitation 
scheme and given a free flat 
and job training. 


But Wernham rewarded the 
judge’s leniency by resuming 
his life of crime just three 
months later and was subse¬ 
quently jailed for five years 
after an incident in which he 
was caught trying to break 
into a house. 

He was freed from prison 
after serving only 18 months 
of the sentence. 

Yesterday (Wednesday) Wer¬ 
nham, now 23, was remanded 
in custody after pleading 
guilty via video link from 
prison to charges of burglary, 
aggravated vehicle taking and 
attempted burglary. 


Sentence was adjourned 
until Friday but after being 
made aware of his previous 
criminal record judge Charles 
Gratwicke warned him 
another custodial sentence is 
almost inevitable. 

Chelsmford Crown Court 
was told that in the latest 
offences he took car keys and 
laptops in a burglary at 
Westbury Rise, Harlow, in 
April, caused damage to a 
£35,000 Mercedes in Stocking 
Pelham and carried out a 
failed burglary at Buntingford 
by entering a garden with 
intent to steal.

PROTESTORS staged a demonstration in 
Harlow over the weekend against wasteful 
spending by local authorities. 

The TaxPayers’ Alliance War on Waste 
Roadshow arrived in Broad Walk on Saturday 
with TPA staff and supporters protesting 
against wasteful spending. 

According to the TPA the Government spent 
some £718bn last year but too much of it deliv¬ 
ered little or no value to the taxpayer. 

It said the roadshow, which made 29 stops 
across England and Wales over nine days, 
would expose just how much taxpayers’ 
money is wasted by politicians and bureau¬ 
crats. 

A TPA spokesman said: “Far too much tax¬ 
payers’ money is wasted, keeping taxes high 
and taking precious resources away from 
essential services. It’s time for a war on waste 
right across the public sector. 

“If he’s to be taken seriously as a man to cut 
the cost of the public sector, Ed Miliband must 
pledge to cut unnecessary spending. 

“It would be nothing short of immoral to sad¬ 
dle the next generation with our trillion- 


pound debt mountain. 

“We need to strip out wasteful and unneces¬ 
sary spending and start living within our 
means again. 

“For too long taxpayers’ money has been 
spent with impunity, with little accountability 
and not enough transparency. 

“The War on Waste hopes to change that and 
remind those we trust with our money that 
we’re watching how it is spent very carefully 
indeed.” 

Speaking after the event, a spokesman said: 
“We met up with local supporters in the town 
centre to tell people how the Government and 
Harlow Council and Essex County Council are 
wasting money which should be left in local 
people’s pockets by cutting council tax. 
Examples include [Harlow Council] spending 
£20,000 on a glossy magazine to boast about 
themselves.” 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon also attended the 
protest.

THE winner of the £1,000 
first prize in the St Clare 
Hospice lottery drawn on 
Friday, July 4 was ticket 
holder 658145, who lives in 
Harlow. The second prize 
was not won and rolls over 
to the next draw. 
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Lifetime ban for 
pet owner guilty 
of rabbit neglect 


A PET owner who was warned she could be 
jailed for causing unncessary suffering to a 
rabbit has been spared a prison sentence. 

Magistrates were told the three-year-old ani¬ 
mal called Buzz had to be put to sleep by a vet 
because of the state of its teeth. 

The court at Colchester imposed a 12-month 
community order on Sharon Jolley, 43, of 
Hillside, Harlow, and ordered her to complete 
160 hours of unpaid work. 

She was also ordered to pay £1,081 costs, a £60 
victim surcharge and was banned for life from 
keeping rabbits. However she was told she 
could apply to have the ban lifted after 10 years. 

The court was told the rabbit’s teeth had 
grown to a length of seven centimetres and an 
RSPCA inspector described the case as the 
worst of its kind he had seen in a 15-year career. 

The court heard Buzz was found extremely 
lethargic and in an emaciated and dehydrated 
state. 

Lauren Bond, prosecuting for the RSPCA said 
the rabbit’s upper and lower incisors had 
become misaligned and were not wearing 
down in the normal way so they needed to be 
cut. 

The problem came to the notice of an RSPCA 
clinic when Jolley’s father, who was looking 
after the pet while the defendant was away, had

taken the rabbit to seek advice. 

Mrs Bond told the court that Buzz would not 
have been able to eat and drink properly. As a 
result he was in an extremely poor state and 
had to be put to sleep immediately. 

She continued: “It is a case of total neglect. 
Buzz had to be put down immediately, being 
beyond treatment. The photos are shocking.” 

Helen Dobby, representing Jolley - who plead¬ 
ed guilty to two charges of failing to take rea¬ 
sonable steps to ensure the needs of the animal 
by not adequately trimming its teeth and caus¬ 
ing unnecessary suffering - said in mitigation 
her client had taken Buzz to a vet and was 
advised that the problem could be an abscess, 
but was also told something would have to be 
done about the overgrown incisors. 

Jolley thought she was following advice after 
being told he needed to put on weight before 
being given a general anaesthetic to deal with 
the problem. 

Ms Dobby said Miss Jolley was very remorse¬ 
ful about what happened. At the time she was 
under extreme personal pressures but Buzz 
was being fed bread daily and was being given 
water from a bottle. 



Penny’s garden design wins a 
bronze medal at national show 


A TEENAGER’S interest in 
gardening has blossomed 
after she was invited to 
display her horticultural 
design at a national 
competition. 

Burnt Mill Academy student 
Penny Walker was the 
youngest person chosen to 
display at the BBC Gardeners 
World Live Show in 
Birmingham. 

Penny, pictured above, who 
lives in Takeley, was awarded 
a bronze medal for her design 
which incorporated the city’s 
motorways and canals to 
resemble a map made from 
flowers. 

“My mum and grandma are 
really into gardening so I get 
my interest from them and 
always watch the Chelsea 
Flower Show on TV,” said the 
15-year-old. “My favourite 
subjects at school are art and 
technology so this enabled me 
to bring all of those aspects 


together. 

“I was really hoping they 
would pick me to display at 
the show, but I thought maybe 
I might be too young. There 
were only 20 of us picked 
from 100 applicants and I was 
the only child selected.” 

Penny spent several months 
growing her own plants for 
the show and had four days to 
put the display in place for 
judging. 

She said: “I think the older 
people were a little surprised I 
was in the same category as 
them, but they were 
impressed someone as young 
as me could produce what I 
did.” 

Penny’s mum, Elizabeth, 
said: “She received lots of 
positive feedback from the 
judges and encouragement 
and advice from all sorts of 
people to help her to do even 
better next time and pursue 
her chosen career.” 


Memorials across 
town to be restored 
to mark centenary 
of the start of WWI 

TWO of Harlow’s war memorials 
are being restored and others 
cleaned in preparation for next 
month’s centenary of the out¬ 
break of the First World War. 

Harlow Council has joined 
forces with the Royal British 
Legion, the Museum of Harlow, 
schools, churches and art groups 
to mark the anniversary and 
remember those who fought in 
the war as well as the contribu¬ 
tion of women and people from 
ethnic minorities. 

Work is under way to restore 
the memorials at Potter Street 
and Great Parndon as part of the 
commemoration events. The 
Potter Street memorial will be 
re-dedicated at a service to be 
held on Monday, August 4 - 
exactly 100 years to the day 
when Britain entered the war. 

A working group has been set 
up to promote and co-ordinate 
local events and wants to hear 
from relatives of those who 
served in the Armed Forces dur¬ 
ing the 1914-18 conflict. It can be 
contacted via email to contact*® 
harlow.gov.uk. 

Work is also under way to iden¬ 
tify the names and final resting 
places of those from the area 
who were killed during the war. 
These will be recorded in an 
illustrated book based on the 
original research by Arthur 
Graham and on a war memori¬ 
als and war graves map in 
Harlow. 

Meanwhile the council is urg¬ 
ing groups or individuals to let it 
know of any events taking place 
to mark the centenary and will 
be publishing further events at 
www.harlow.gov.uk/events.

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More disruption for motorists 


as chemical spill closes Ml 1 


DRIVERS using the Mil at Harlow faced 
major disruption to their travel plans when 
the motorway was closed for almost 17 hours 
after a lorry overturned and spilled chemi¬ 
cals across the carriageway. 

The accident happened between junctions 
seven at Harlow and eight for Bishop’s 
Stortford shortly after 5pm on Thursday. 

Police immediately closed the motorway and 
put in place a series of diversions which had a 
knock-on effect on the local road network. 

A 25-metre section of the southbound car¬ 
riageway and the gulleys of the northbound 
carriageway were covered with a chemical 
foam which started to solidify on contact with 
the surface. 

Teams worked throughout the night to 
remove the foam which penetrated the road 
surface. 

The chemicals were identified as melamine 
formaldehyde, often used as a coating for 
kitchen utensils and plates, and phosphoric

acid, used in food additives and fertiliser feed¬ 
stock. 

Highways Agency operations manager Ian 
Jobson said: “The nature of the chemical 
involved meant that we had to ensure none of 
it reached the water course. 

“The clean-up operation involved jetwash¬ 
ing the carriageway surface and then using 
gulley suckers to ensure all liquid was removed 
and could be safely and environmentally dis¬ 
posed of away from the scene.” 

At the request of Essex Fire Service a 150- 
metre exclusion zone was put in place until it 
was confirmed the foam was not releasing 
toxic fumes. 

Officials from the Environment Agency 
stayed at the scene until the early hours to 
carry out assessments on the environmental 
impact while drains running alongside the 


carriageway were covered to ensure the chem¬ 
ical did not contaminate the water courses. 

Chemicals that remained in the tanker were 
decanted into another container. 

Fire crews from Harlow, Stansted, Epping 
and Grays were also sent to deal with the spill¬ 
age. They left the scene at 11am. 

The northbound carriageway was eventually 
reopened shortly before 6am on Friday but the 
southbound carriageway remained closed 
until 10.30am. 

The lorry driver suffered cuts and bruises 
and was taken to Broomfield Hospital in 
Chelmsford. According to police, no other 
vehicle was involved. 

In the immediate aftermath of the accident 
long queues formed with drivers stuck in their 
cars on the hottest day of the year. 

Some people heading for Stansted Airport to 
catch flights resorted to walking along the 
hard shoulder of the motorway with their lug¬ 
gage.

County shares in ‘growth deal’ cash

THE South East LEP - a voluntary 
partnership between councils and 
businesses covering Essex, Kent and 
East Sussex - will get £442.2m in one 
of the Government’s ‘growth deals’ 
announced on Monday. 

The money will help to create up to 
35,000 jobs, allow more than 18,000 
homes to be built and generate up to 
£100m in public and private 
investment in the region. 

It will also provide support for 
businesses to train young people and 
start infrastructure projects, 


including transport improvements 
and superfast broadband networks. 

The deal includes dualling and 
junction improvements on the A414 
at Eastwick and Fifth Avenue in 
Harlow. 

Prime Minister David Cameron 
said: “For too long, our economy has 
been too London-focused and too 
centralised. Growth deals will help 
change all that; they are about firing 
up our great cities, towns and 
counties so they can become 
powerhouses.”

CONSTRUCTION work in the 
Harlow Enterprise Zone will 
start towards the end of this 
year. 

Government housing minister 
Kris Hopkins has announced a 
funding package which will 
pave the way for the demolition 
of some unusable buildings, the 
refurbishment of others and the 
installation of new power and 
telecommunications supplies 
in the zone which covers two 
sites in Templefields and 
London Road. 

The £5m worth of funding - 
made up of a £2.5m loan from 
Homes & Communities Agency’s local 
infrastructure fund and matched by a 
loan from Harlow Council - will be 
used to transform the former Nortel 
head offices. 

Mr Hopkins made the announce¬ 
ment at a press conference last 
Wednesday during which he described 
the Enterprize Zone as an exciting 
opportunity for the town and its resi¬ 
dents. 

“This is about public investment to 
facilitate growth investment,” he said. 
“The Government recognises the 
opportunity to get a huge amount of 
private investment and the exciting 


changes it will bring to the area and we 
are making a massive contribution to 
that.” 

He said it would clear the way for 
large-scale investment of private sec¬ 
tor money in the creation of a new data 
centre campus and business park. 

Mr Hopkins also spoke about the 
opportunities for young people, jobs 
and education. “This is about real 
jobs,” he said. “A huge number of peo¬ 
ple will be taking a wage packet home 
as a result of the Enterprise Zone. 

“This town has got an amazing 
opportunity. Whether it’s the cleaner 
or the scientist, there will be a huge 
spectrum of jobs that will need to be 


fed by the local community. 

“The Harlow Enterprise Zone will be 
driven by local leadership and individ¬ 
ual business people.” 

Among those present at the press 
conference was Harlow councillor 
Tony Durcan, portfolio holder for 
regeneration and enterprise, who said: 
“This is a milestone moment for the 
future direction of Harlow. It shows the 
talking has stopped and the money- 
men have come. 

“The council is committed to making 
sure we can bring real jobs for local 
people and I am absolutely delighted 
that we are all making this work. This 
is our legacy for the future of Harlow.” 


Also present were vice-chairman of 
the Harlow Enterprise Zone board 
fohn Keddie, deputy leader of Essex 
County Council Kevin Bentley and 
Professor Mike Thorne, vice chancellor 
of Anglia Ruskin University. 

Essex County Council and Anglia 
Ruskin University will be working 
together to finalise details of a funding 
package for the development of a new 
medical technology innovation centre 
at the London Road site. 

It would become the location for 
start-ups, entrepreneurs and SMEs as 
well as international companies in the 
initial stages of locating to the MedTech 
Campus.

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It's time to be 
water-wise 


WE may have had the warmest spring 
on record, but last winter was also the 
wettest, so we are a long way from a 
drought and hosepipe ban. 

However, with experts predicting the 
dry weather is here to stay, gardeners will 
be working out ways to save water. 

The Royal Horticultural Society offers 
the following tips to gardeners who want 
to put the water where it's most needed: 

• Established trees and shrubs do not 
generally need watering as they have 
such wide-ranging roots that they are 
drought-proof. However, their growth 
may be improved by watering when they 
are under drought stress 

• Trees and shrubs planted less than 
five years ago have increased water 
requirements and may suffer drought 
stress without watering 

• Newly sown or newly planted areas 
are very vulnerable to water stress, so 
watering these should be a high priority 

• Herbaceous perennials often need 
watering to boost their performance in 
hot, dry spells. Plant choice is crucial if 
you want to achieve a drought-proof 
border. Drought-resistant plants include 
cordyline, hebe, lavender, Verbena 
bonariensis, eryngium, euphorbia, diascia, 
cosmos, gazania, nemesia and, of course, 
pelargoniums. Many drought-tolerant 
plants have silver or grey-green leaves, 
their light leaf colour reflecting the harsh 
rays of the sun. 

• The yields and quality of vegetables and

fruit are greatly improved by watering at 
times when drought stress would affect 
the part of the plant that is gathered. 

Leafy crops such as lettuce and spinach 
should never be short of water. Onions 
require little or no watering. Most other 
crops need watering at sowing and 
transplanting time, and then again 
as the fruits, roots or tubers are 
developing. It is also a good idea to give 
a single, thorough watering about two 
weeks before harvest. 

• Lawns require great quantities of 
water for thorough irrigation, but 
instead of watering in dry periods, 
mow less closely and less frequently. 

Brown patches usually recover when the 
autumn rains return. 

• Mulching with a layer of organic 
matter or gravel at least 5cm (2in) thick 
reduces moisture loss from the upper 
layers of the soil. 

Less than three per cent of the annual 
water consumption of an average 
household is estimated to be from garden 
use, but at peak times as much as 70 per 
cent of water supplied may be used in 
gardens. 

Even in dry districts, 24,000 litres (5,280 
gallons or 150 water butts) could be 
collected from the roof each year, says 
the RHS.

Sean Laverick of the Homebase Garden 
Academy advises waterwise gardeners to 
store their water in water butts and invest 
in a water butt pump which enables you 
to use your hose with a water butt. 

"Most garden watering should be aimed 
specifically at the stem bases beneath the 
foliage canopy, leaving the surrounding 
soil dry," he says. “This helps to limit weed 
problems and ensures all the water goes 
where it is needed." 


If you are short of time, invest in seep 
hoses, which have holes in them to deliver 
water accurately to established plants 
and plants in rows. They can be hidden 
beneath soil or mulch, which also avoids 
evaporation losses and work best on 
heavy soil where the water spreads further 
sideways as it sinks than on lighter soils. 

Automated irrigation systems are 
another option to save time and labour. 
They feature drip or trickle irrigation 
systems and some are remotely operated 
through sensors which can monitor when 
your soil needs watering. 

Mix water storing gel in with the 
compost in your container plants, to save 
and store a lot of the water you normally 


use, the gel slowly releasing water to the 
roots. 

Keep your soil as wet as possible - 
mulch on the ground surface prevents 
evaporation from the soil, providing 
increased moisture retention. 

Some lawnmowers now have mulching 
plugs that return fine grass cuttings back 
on to the lawn's surface. 

Finally, says Sean, don't panic: "Long¬ 
term weather predictions should still see 
summer rain which will allow plants to 
thrive over the summer, so just make sure 
you're making the most of the rain that 
comes your way."

Return of the robot wars

IF director Michael Bay were immortalised on¬ 
screen as a robot in disguise, his mechanised 
alter-ego might be Maximus Kaboom. For two 
decades, the Californian film-maker has been 
elevating wanton destruction to a blockbusting 
art form.

On a family ranch, struggling inventor Cade 
Yeager (Mark Wahlberg) discovers that a rusty 
truck he has just purchased is battle-scarred 
Optimus Prime (voiced by Peter Cullen). When 
agents from Cemetery Wind descend on 
the homestead, Optimus protects Cade, his 
daughter Tessa (Nicola Peltz), her boyfriend 
Shane (Jack Reynor) and Cade's mechanic 
sidekick Lucas (TJ Miller) in the ensuing gun 
fight. 

The humans join forces with Optimus to 
reunite the Autobots - Bumblebee, Crosshairs, 
Drift and Hound - and the rebellion plots a 
swift response to inventor Joshua Joyce (Stanley 
Tucci), who has created his own Transformer 
army led by the mighty Galvatron. 

Transformers: Age Of Extinction is another 
one of Bay's exercises in hyperkinetic style over 
substance. Screenwriter Ehren Kruger repeatedly 
defies logic to contrive outlandish scenarios 


for pyrotechnics and carnage, including an 
alien spaceship that sucks up metal then drops 
magnetically charged cars and boats onto terra 
firma. 

Wahlberg punches and leaps through gaping 
plot holes, trotting out the concerned father 
routine as younger members of cast perform 
gravity-defying gymnastics to emerge from 
clouds of razor-sharp shrapnel without a graze 
or smudged lip-gloss. 

Action sequences are an incomprehensible 
spew of glistening metal and explosions that 
hurt the eyes, especially in the large-scale IMAX 
format. 

"The war will be over soon," barks Grammer's 
Machiavellian politician during a momentary lull. 
The buttock-numbing 165-minute running time 
says otherwise.

Cook feels heat but ex-Test 
stars pledge their support 


UNDER-fire England captain 
Alastair Cook has received strong 
support from former Test players, 

writes DAVID RIMMER. 

Speaking to the Star at the Harlow 
Town Cricket Club and Lashings 
charity matches, West Indies legend 
Gordon Greenidge, South Africa 
batsman Herschelle Gibbs, India 
batsman Wasim Jaffer plus ex-Eng¬ 
land Test players lohn Lever and Ed 
Giddens, all gave their support to 
the 29-year-old Essex opener, who 
has endured a torrid spell over the 
past 12 months. 

He went into yesterday’s opening 
Test match against India not having 
scored a Test hundred in the last 12 
matches. 

Cook has also received severe crit¬ 
icism for his on-field tactics not 
least from legendary Australia leg- 
spinner Shane Warne. 

The 5-0 hammering in Australia 
and recent Sri Lanka series loss have 
wiped out the memory of three ear¬ 
lier series wins under Cook. 

Greenidge feels England should 
stick with Cook as captain. 

The 63-year-old former West 
Indies Test opener was a feared 
opponent for many opening bowl¬ 
ers with his brutal strokeplay. 

Greenidge believes that more 
patience needs to be shown by the 
public and press. 

He said: “The British people and 
media are very harsh if you lose a 
series. They want to get rid of a cap¬ 


tain if a team loses. 

“I am sure not scoring runs does 
not help [for Cook] but others have 
to perform too.” 

He added: “If they get rid of Cook 
who will come in? Bell cannot do it 
and nor can Anderson and Broad. 

“Prior has only just come in to the 
team after an injury and he was out 
of the team before [he was dropped 
in the Ashes series] 

Greenidge was a member of the 
West Indies side that dominated 
world cricket between 1976 when 
they beat England 3-0, until the 
early 1990s. 

He realises even teams more gift¬ 
ed than England can go through 
slumps. 

Greenidge was in the West Indies 
side that was thrashed 5-1 in 
Australia in 1975/76. 

He said: “England used their con¬ 
ditions and beat Australia last sum¬ 
mer. I do not think Australia were 
given enough credit for what they 
did against England in the winter.” 

Former England and Sussex fast 
bowler Ed Giddens firmly backs 
Cook. 

“There will be people more quali¬ 
fied than me who will criticise his 
tactics,” he said. 

“I do not remember too many peo¬ 
ple complaining when we won the 
Ashes last summer. You do have bad 
form.” 

He added: “I remember when 
Nasser Hussain had a bad run with 


the bat when he was captain but 
they kept faith with him. I would not 
go with Bell. He is not a leader. 

“With someone like Alastair Cook 
he has earned the right for more 
time through what he has done.” 

Former South Africa batsman 
Gibbs was also supportive. 

“The public are impatient and 
want results but England are in 
transition,” he said. 

“I would back Cook. He has a good 
record. All players have dips in form 
and sometimes they go on for a long 
time.” 

Former India Test player Jaffer 
said England may have to consider 
Cook’s position shortly. 

He said : “If England lose to India I 
think they may have to change. 

“Ian Bell would be a candidate. He 
has played 100 Tests and is the most 
consistent player.” 

Former England and Essex medi¬ 
um fast bowler Lever said: “It is a 
media frenzy and he is not scoring 
the level of runs he would like. 

“A lot of time has been invested in 
Alastair Cook and I do not think 
[England coach] Peter Moores will 
panic. There is nobody else that 
should be captain.” 

He added: “There is also the prob¬ 
lem that none of the others in the 
England team has had much experi¬ 
ence of captaincy in county cricket. 

“However it is a different matter if 
Alastair Cook feels it is affecting his 
batting.”

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Harten wants to be a 
Glasgow golden girl 

England netball star targets victory at Commonwealths

HAVING been voted the most valuable player 
in the best netball league in the world this 
season, Harlow’s Jo Harten is ready for gold 
medal glory as she targets Commonwealth 
Games success with England. 

The campaign gets under way on July 25 
against Wales and the former St Mark’s School 
student is determined to deliver on the big 
stage in Glasgow. 

For Harten (25), one of the most important 
players in the team at either goal attack or goal 
shooter, this could be her last chance to win a 
gold medal at the Commonwealth Games, 
having finished with bronze at the competi¬ 
tion in Delhi four years ago. 

She told the Star: “It’s a really exciting time 
to be part of the team. England is going to be 
in with a great chance of winning a medal.” 

England have a tough start with Wales and 
then Australia in their first two games, on July 
25 and 26. 

“It’s going to be a gung ho start, but there are 
no easy ones. We need to finish in the top two 
to go through. It’s really important to finish 
top of the group,” she said. 

“We have won games against Australia in the 
past and we need to push on from there. 

“It’s an exciting team this time. There’s a real 
blend of youth and experienced players.” 

Harten believes England have a great chance 
of winning gold, let alone a medal and the 
team is the best she has ever played with at a 
Commonwealth Games. 

“I think the preparation has been the best, 
this is the best prepared England team we

have ever had. Anna Mayes is a great coach. 
We are really focused on that one goal. We 
want to get to that gold medal play-off.” 

Harten has been playing semi-professional 
in the ANZ League for the last two seasons. 

She only returned from New Zealand at the 
end of June after helping her Kia Magic side 
reach the end-of-season play-offs. 

They lost in the semi-finals to Queensland. 

The play-off final was won by Melbourne, 


who feature Harten’s England team-mate 
Geva Mentor. 

“It has been a really fantastic time this year. 
I play alongside the New Zealand captain 
[Casey Kopua at Kia Magic],” explained 
Harten. 

“We have one of the best defences in the 
world, so I know what I will come up against if 
we play New Zealand.” 

Harten says the fact that she is one of five 
England players who have been playing in the 
ANZ League - the best in the world - will 
stand the national team in good stead. 

Her team finished third in the ANZ to quali¬ 
fy for the end-of-season play-offs. 

“It was the first time I had made the finals. I 
was voted the most valuable player. It was 
really positive for me. I have to take heart from 
that. This was a great build-up to the 
Commonwealth Games.” 

Harten helped England to a bronze medal at 
the last Commonwealth Games in Delhi, 
India. 

But this time around they are missing 
injured captain Pamela Cookey (Achilles). 

“That was devastating for her. It was in the 
Super League play-offs. It was bad timing. It 
was a terrible injury and such bad luck,” said 
Harten. 

However, Harten still believes the team is so 
much stronger than in previous years because 
so many players are playing week in, week out 
against the top netball players in the world. 

“We have grown over the last 18 months to 
two years and we know what we are capable 
of, whereas there was a question mark over us 
going into previous tournaments. We know 
we have a point to prove. We are a force to be 
reckoned with,” she beamed.
